THE  WEEK 

Tax  on  Home  Wave  Sets. — The  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  Excise  have 
decided  that  they  will  in  future  regard 
home  permanent-waving  outfits  as  charge- 
able at  33^  per  cent,  under  Group  30  (a) 
of  the  Purchase  Tax  Schedule,  instead  of 
at  100  per  cent. 

Retail  Trade  in  July. — According  to 
Board  of  Trade  statistics,  weekly  sales  of 
large-scale  detailers  of  chemists'  wares  in 
July  were  1 2  per  cent,  higher  than  a  year 
ago,  while  stocks  at  the  end  of  the  month 
were  valued  at  19  per  cent,  more  than  on 
July  31,  1949.  The  index  of  numbers  of 
sales  was  135.  Trade  of  independent  retail 
chemists  showed  no  appreciable  change 
in  July  1949. 

List  of  Proprietary  Medicines. — Lists  of 
proprietary  medicines  advertised  direct  to 
the  public  have  been  prepared  by  the  Min- 
istry of  Health  and  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland  for  the  use  of  doctors  taking  part 
in  the  National  Health  Service.  Its  pre- 
paration was  a  consequence  of  a  recom- 
mendation in  the  second  interim  report  of 
the  Cohen  Committee  (see  C.  &  D.,  July 
8  p.  45)  that  it  was  undesirable  to  pre- 
scribe on  form  EC  10  medicinal  prepara- 
tions that  are  advertised  to  the  public.

inference  Chairman's  Address 

A  report  on  p.  333  shows  that  the  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceut- 
;al  Conference  at  Glasgow  has  attracted  a  larger  attendance  than  any 
ieting  of  the  Conference  since  the  war.     Thus  encouraged,  the  chair- 
in  (Mr.  A.D.Powell)  must  have  found  the  task  of  delivering  his  add- 
5ss  easier  than  it  could  otherwise • have  been.     Choosing  "Fifty  Years 
I  Pharmaceutical  Progress"  as  his  subject,  Mr.  Powell  made  the 
:itish  Pharmacopoeia  of  1898  the  starting  point  of  his  survey.  Musk, 
len  official,  may  well  have  been,  as  the  chairman  termed  it,  a  relic 
[  former  methods  of  treatment,  but  I  am  not  so  sure  about  leeches  - 
till,  apparently,  drawing  blood.     By  the  way,  it  is  amusing  to  recall 
iat  the  compilers  of  that  Pharmacopoeia  translated  "hirudo"  as 
^eeches"  instead  of  "leech."    Reverting  to  musk  for  a  moment,  I 
Lther  dispensed  or  saw  dispensed  pills  containing  musk  not  long 
ifore  1898.     The  plaster-masses  mentioned  by  the  chairman  numbered 
velve:     The  thought  in  the  minds  of  the  revising  committee  was, 
?esumably,  that  the  few  then  obsolescent  might  as  well  remain  offic- 
ii till  their  acceptability  had  entirely  disappeared.    The  same 
5mark  may  be  applied  to  the  twenty  pill-masses.     In  the  printed 
irsion  of  the  address,  Mr.  Powell  made  no  distinction  between  hosp-

fptember  2  (p. 203).    He  was  originally  interested,  Dr.  Findlay  states, 
i  the  differential  staining  of  the  intracellular  structures  of 
sucocytes.     Contrary  to  a  view  then  held  in  some  influential  quarters, 
!  asserted  -  and  proved  -  that  parasites  could  be  destroyed  without 
istroying  their  hosts.     In  1910  Ehrlich  and  Hata  prepared  the  first 

the  arsenobenzene  derivatives,  arsphenamine.     In  his  search  for  more 
*\mu  eheino"tileraPeutic  remedies,  Ehrlich  had  two  guiding  principles: 
I  The  idea  of  a  drug  which  in  a  single  dose  would  kill  all  the 
trasites  in  the  host's  tissues;     (2)  the  concept  of  the  chemothera- 
iutic  index,  first  formulated  as  the  ratio  of  the  minimal  curative 
se  to  the  maximal  tolerated  dose. 
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SCOTTISH  CHEMISTS'  REJOINDER  TO  MINISTE 

IN  a  long  memorandum  released  to  the  Press  on  September  6,  the  Secre.t 
ary  of  State  for  Scotland  (Mr,  Hector  McNeil)  dealt  with  matters  rais 
in  a  reply  given  by  the  Pharmaceutical  General  Council  (Scotland)  to 
his  earlier  statement  (see  C.  &  D.  ,  September  9,  p.  316).  The  Ministe 
declared  (a)  that  the  8  per  cent,  cut  was  provisional  only  and  had  be 
imposed  to  protect  the  taxpayer,  pending  a  final  settlement  by  negot; 
tion  or  arbitration;  (b)  that  chemists  would  be  paid  back  any  money 
that  they  might  have  lost  through  the  cut;  and  (c)  that  without  a  pre 
visional  cut  it  would  be  impossible  to  give  retrospective  effect  to  £ 
final  settlement  that  was  unfavourable  to  chemists.  It  did  not  appeal 
to  him  that  the  chemists'  contention  that  the  Government  could  recouj 
Itself  from  sums  already  owing  to  contractors  was,  from  the  best  lege 
advice  available  to  him,  valid. 

In  the  first  place,  by  no  means  all  chemists  were  owed  sums  indivic 
ually  that  could  cover  a  reduction  even  thpugh  the  total  amount  were 
sufficient.  Secondly,  retention  of  any  of  that  money  would  be  a  brea< 
of  contract,  and  the  plan  could  therefore  not  be  operated  without  th< 
prior  consent  of  each  of  the  1750  Individual  contractors  in  Scotland, 
He  had  been  considering  what  could  be  done  to  remove  pricing  dlfficu! 
lee  which,  he  said,  had  been  increased  by  lack  of  adequate  premises  i 
staff.  The  present  situation  was  "far  from  satisfactory". 

The  Minister  concluded  with  a  tribute  to  those  chemists  -  he  did  n< 
mention  how  few  they  were  -  who  had  not  threatened  to  withdraw  from  1 
Service.  "It  is  gratifying",  he  said,  "that  some  chemists  prefer  to 
plead  their  case  by  the  normal  methods  of  negotiation  and  arbitratio: 
rather  than  by  threats  of  withdrawal". 

Pharmacists'  Answer 

After  meeting  to  consider  Mr.  McNeil's  reply,  the  Pharmaceutical  G 
eral  Council  announced  that  it  does  not  consider  that  the  statement 
takes  into  account  the  necessary  facts,  nor  offer  a  solution  to  the 
present  deadlock.  Whereas  the  Secretary  of  State  looks  upon  the  8  pe 
cent,  cut  as  a  sine  qua  non  before  further  negotiation,  the  Council 
firm  that  chemists  will  enter  into  no  negotiations  while  the  cut  is 
force.  Mr.  McNeil  is  accused  of  trying  to  enlist  public  sympathy  in 
attempt  to  put  Scottish  chemists  in  the  wrong,  and  the  Council  refus 
to  accept  that  the  solution  the  chemists  have  offered  is  lmpracticab 
or  legally  impossible.   It  points  out  that  in  any  case  contracting  ch 
ists  have  not  taken  legal  action  against  the  Minister  to  recoup  them 
selves  of  the  10  per  cent,  of  payments  that  his  Department  has  owed 
them  for  about  a  year.  The  Council  finds  it  strange  that  the  Ministe 
has  only  now,  after  two  years,  admitted  that  the  present  pricing  arr- 
angements are  unsatisfactory.  The  accommodation  problem  will  not  rea 
ly  be  solved  so -long  as  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  cons  id 
the  bureau  non-essential,  and  the  Council  considers  that  the  Ministe 
could  have  safeguarded  the  taxpayers'   interests  sooner  and  more  ade- 
quately" by  establishing  a  pricing  bureau  that  would  have  provided  hi 
with  the  facts.

verely  taxed  the  available  accommoda- 
>n.  The  new  system  of  asking  authors  to 
ad  abstracts  of  their  papers  achieved  its 
lrpose  of  speeding-up  the  proceedings, 
ough  the  number  of  participants  in  the 
scussions  might  have  been  greater  if  the 
rculation  of  papers  prior  to  the  Confer- 
ice  had  been  at  once  wider  and  earlier. 

0  blame,  of  course,  attaches  to  the  Con- 
rence  organisers  for  that  shortcoming, 
ice  it  was  but  another  by-effect  of  the 
rinting  situation.  If,  however,  future 
ieetings  receive  the  same  numerical  sup- 
irt  as  the  one  just  ended,  a  larger  num- 
;r  of  copies  of  the  papers  will  have  to 

1  budgeted  for  in  the  future  and  made 
mailable  to  those  who  want  them.  Given 
ill  opportunity  for  advance  study  of  the 
apers  themselves,  still  further  compression 


of  some  of  the  read  versions  might  usefully 
be  carried  out,  with  benefit  to  the  liveliness 
and  variety  of  comments  from  the  floor. 

The  subjects  of  the  papers,  ranged  over 
a  fairly  wide  field,  with  pharmacognosy  a 
little  less  in  evidence,  perhaps,  than  in 
other  recent  years.  Practical  problems  to 
do  with  tablet-making,  arsenic  limits,  and 
senna  constituents  were  among  the  most 
popular  topics,  lending  colour  to  Mr. 
A.  W.  Bull's  contention  that  strictly  phar- 
maceutical papers  should  command  a 
readier  acceptance  than  more  abstruse  re- 
searches in  allied  sciences. 

The  mid-week  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting  (reports  of  which  have  had  to 
be  held  over  until  later)  was  also  well  at- 
tended. Some  notable  gaps  may  be  attri- 
buted to  a  feeling  among  some  of  the  more 
distant  branches  that  it  was  not  worth 
while  to  send  representatives  to  debate 
reports  that  they  had  had  small  chance  of 
discussing  locally  beforehand.  As  it  was, 
many  of  those  present  had  scarcely  had 
time  even  to  read  the  reports  before  the 
meeting  opened. 

Scotland's  Stand 

That  the  scientific  forum  of  pharmacy 
should  have  been  held  this  year  in  Scot- 
land, the  scene  of  the  greatest  political 
activity  in  the  profession  at  present,  was 
opportune  and  appropriate,  and  it  is  note- 
worthy that  members  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical General  Council  were  summoned  to 
Glasgow  for  a  special  meeting  during  the 
week.  Not  the  least  valuable  outcome  of 
the  Glasgow  meetings  may  be  an  increased 
solidarity  between  National  Health  Ser- 
vice contractors  below  and  above  the 
border.  Writing  from  London,  we  may 
assure  our  Scottish  friends  that  England 
wishes  them  well  in  the  stand  they  have 
taken.

Bacterial  Survival 
Under  Spray  Drying 

II.   Bactericidal  Effects  of  Certain 
Substances  During  the  Process 
Kenneth  Bullock  and  E.  A.  Rawlins 

[Abstract] 
In  previous  communications  the  produc- 
tion of  spray-dried  bacterial  cultures  has 
been  described  and  some  of  the  effects  of 
heat  and  of  storage  on  them  examined.  It  was 
shown  that  the  spores  of  Bacillus  subtilis 
were  not  killed  during  the  drying  process 
and  maintained  their  viability  on  storage. 
It  was  thought  that  the  addition  of  a 
bactericide  (in  small  initial  concentrations) 
to  the  bacterial  suspension  before  it  was 
dried  might  result  in  the  production  of  a 
sterile  powder.  If  a  volatile  bactericide 
were  used,  it  might  contain  traces  at 
most.  Such  a  process  should  be  suitable 
for  the  production  of  injections  and  food 
products  and  the  process  would  be  useful 
for  the  sterilisation  of  thermolabile  sub- 
stances. The  experiments  described  show 
that  few  substances  are  capable  of  pro- 
ducing sterility  when  used  for  the  purpose. 
B.  subtilis  spores  have  been  spray-dried, 
using  various  substances  with  substances 
known  to  be  bactericidal  in  solution.  Of 
these,  only  sodium  hypochlorite  and  for- 
maldehyde were  found  capable  of  produc- 
ing sterility  in  the  resultant  powders. 
Phenols,  synthetic  detergents  and  glycols 
killed  varying  proportions  of  the  spores 
but  none  showed  a  high  efficiency.  The 
reasons  are  discussed.  Both  sodium  hypo- 
chlorite and  formaldehyde  were  found  to 
be  largely  inactivated  by  peptone,  though 
in  its  presence  formaldehyde  produced 
sterile  powders  using  an  initial  concentra- 
tion of  0.4  per  cent.  In  the  absence  of 
peptone  initial  concentrations  of  0.02  per 
cent,  of  formaldehyde  and  0.001  per  cent, 
of  sodium  hypochlorite  were  sufficient.  An 
initial  concentration  of  0.0 1  per  cent,  so- 
dium hypochlorite  left  no  detectable 
amount  of  available  chlorine  in  the  pow- 
der; of  formaldehyde  less  than  0.0 1  per 
cent.

New  York,  September  8 

Chemical  prices  continue  to  move  upward 
reflecting  the  shortages  of  basic  materials 
and  rising  costs.  In  Pharmaceutical  and 
Fine  Chemicals  markets  demand  has  been 
brisk.  Atropine  prices,  however,  have 
eased  as  a  result  of  competitive  conditions  : 
the  Sulphate  is  now  available  at  $5.75 
per  oz.  or  50  cents  below  previous  levels. 
Thymol  has  been  in  good  demand  and, 
owing  to  current  shortages,  supplies  are 
commanding  a  premium  over  makers' 
prices.  Both  Bromides  and  Citric  acid 
are  firm  at  recently  advanced  prices.  Sul- 
phonamides  are  receiving  a  good  demand, 
and  prices  are  fully  maintained.  A  steady 
inquiry  has  been  noted  for  Crude  Drugs, 
but  limited  offerings  and  uncertainty  over 
future  supplies  are  hampering  business.  The 
Balsams  are  strong  markets,  with  Copaiba 
quoted  at  up  to  70  and  75  cents  per  lb.  In 
Essential  Oils  markets  there  has  been  a 
brisk  demand  and  with  current  shortages, 
prices  have  been  fully  maintained.
